Parker Corning for $100. A winner at 2, her second 
foal was Attention. 


“Heterodyne was a good broodmare for the 
Nuckols. In all they sold 10 yearlings out of her 
at the sales. Nine of them returned an average of 
$3,312 to the Nuckols. They returned an average 
earnings of $9,943 to their buyers. The tenth one, 
a filly by Wise Counsellor, sold for $2,800 and went 
to England where she became a winner.

A Shoe From the Winner, 
Some Pounds Off the Rider 


New YorK 


This department usually enjoys, without 
writing abaut. such social events as come 
up in the course of the racing season, and 
on the whole this is a good idea. But the 
Belmont Ball. aside from the excellence 
of its purpose and the pleasantness of the 
affair itself. seems on the way to become 
an integrated part of the build-up of the 
Belmont Stakes. And, let me tell you. the 
race could stand some build-up. 


This vear the Belmont Ball netted about 
$15.000—the figures aren’t all in as this is 
written—for the New York cancer fund. 
and | should guess several hundred dol- 
lars for the manufacturers of aspirin. 
Bromo-Selzer. and other breakfast foods. 

As unnecessary a purchase as I have 
ever seen came when a shoe from the 
1951 Belment Stakes winner was auc- 
tioned. No one was quite prepared to say 
whose shoe it would be. and the bidder 
got an ordinary shoe, trimmed with a 
couple of gardenias, and a certificate say- 
ing a shoe from the Belmont winner. 
whatever it was. would be delivered to 
him subsequently. C. V. Whitney went to 
$1.600 to get this item. and when the Bel- 
mont was over he had four shoes from 
the Belmont winner, with a horse nailed 
to them. Unlike most persons who have 
a shoe from a Belmont winner. he can be 
sure that his is genuine. 

There is. | blush to note. a considerable 
quiet trafic in the shoes of famous horses. 
Visitors buy them from grooms or stable 
boys. and Man o° War. for instance, could 
not have worn all the shoes which are 
accredited to him if he had had a centi- 
pede on each side of his pedigree with no 
free generations. 

Mr. Whitney. however, is in a position 
to see that he did not spend $1.600 for a 
shoe off a mule. but he doesn't get to 
keep it. at that. It was announced at the 
ball that the shoe would be donated to 
Saratoga’s growing National Museum of 
Racing. It will take its place with another 
shoe--a most curious one. As a donation 
from Harold Vosburg. a steward and until 
his recent resignation the registrar of The 
Jockey Club. the museum got iron 
plate worn by Lexington. which was 
foaled 101 years ago, and after a brilliant 
racing career led the sire list 16 times. 
For years no informed racing writer has 
mentioned Lexington without calling him 
“the blind hero of Woodburn.” so I guess 
1 shouldn't make any departure. 


The museum now has a promising list 
of items. Two of the trophies Man o’ War 
won. and several paintings, including 
Domino's Futurity and the 1900 Brighton 
Cup. both by Henry Stull, were purchased 
from the estate of Samuel D. Riddle. and 
Mr. Whitney. now president of the mu- 
seum. has loaned several exhibits. inelud- 
ing a Stull portrait of Broomstick, Top 
Flights Futurity cup. and a Voss  paint- 
ing of Equipoise. 

ADDITION. The trouble is that I don’t 
get around enough. Here and elsewhere 
it has been noted that the film patrol. a 
most excellent aid to clean riding, was 
in use only at the New York metropoli- 
tan tracks. Delaware Park. Santa Anita. 
and Pimlico. To be technical about it, 
this was true when written, but a note 
from Horace Wade, who sometimes men- 
tions Monmouth Park professionally. in- 
forms me that the film patrol is in use at 
the current meeting there, which began 
June 16. It is a matter in which I am 
glad to be wrong. for I think the films 
have done more for racing than any im- 
provement which has been made in my 
time. In New York it costs about $650 a 
day. after installation, but it has eliminat- 
ed many of the hazards from riding, and 
| expect some jockeys are alive now that 
might not be without it. 

DIET. When the Belmont Stakes was 
over—other columns of this issue will tell 
you that Counterpoint won it—Mr. Whit- 
ney looked very pleased as he led in his 
second winner of that race. But this 
Wasnt a circumstance to the appearance 
of David Gorman. who had just won the 
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biggest race of his life. That he was in 
the saddle must have been a point of 
pride to Dr. Alexander Kaye, the New 
York physician who is described usually 
as “the jockeys’ doctor.” 

Gorman was a competent rider some 
vears ago. but he fell into a very bad 
habit—he used to eat several times a day. 
The result was that he got up to 142 
pounds. and since Discovery ran in the 
Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap of 
1936 I cannot remember any flat race 
mount for which Gorman could have 
made weight. This infrequency of oppor- 
tunity led him to abandon the saddle, and 
while this left him free to eat, it didn’t 
leave him much to eat with. He had a 
iurn at being a racing official—-a patrol 
judge as I remember—but evidently didn’t 
care much for it. So he went on a diet 
prescribed by Dr. Kaye, and there he was 
on the Belmont winner. He does not re- 
quire 126-pound horses, either; two races 
earlier he had won on Recess, at 116. Se 
now Gorman, a 26-year-old boy from Ja- 
maica. L. I.. has plenty to eat with, only 
he can’t eat it. Apparently you can’t have 
it both ways. 


WATER HAUL. Lf you can figure out 
what is going on in Florida you have 
a considerable advantage on this depart- 
ment. Just to throw in a few items, the 
governor reappointed the racing commis- 
sion. but when the Senate failed to con- 
firm the appointments and adjourned 
without confirming anybody, he put in 
another one, though legal opinion was 
that the old one could have been con- 
tinued properly in office until the next 
session of the legislature. The governor 
also vetoed a measure about the dissemi- 
nation of racing information, though it 
was apparently a bill originally sponsored 
by the administration. Next the House, 
which had passed the bill unanimously, 
upheld the veto. 

As I see it. everybody has been on all 
sides of all questions. But I want to 
point out one feature. There has been 
great uproar in Florida about curbing 
gambling. and from the blowing of the 
horns you would think the hunt was really 
up. The actual outcome was that not a 
damned thing was done. Remember this 
when you read of next winter's anti-gam- 
bling crusade in Florida. There will be 
one. I'm sure. for there always is. My 
guess is that Florida is just upping the 
price of protection. and I suppose this is 
fair, because there is no reason that gam- 
blers should be exempt from the clip. 
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THE PEDIGREE OF COUNTERPOINT 


The Element of Uncertainty Was Minimized 


HE pedigree of Counterpoint, the 
i 1951 Belmont Stakes winner. reflects 

a lengthy program of a successful 
breeding along both the top and bottom 
lines. Count Fleet. the sire. was the Triple 
Crown winner of 1943, and had establish- 
ed himself as a successful stallion early in 
his stud career. If any confirmation of this 
were needed it has been amply provided 
this year by the performances of his off-

Count Fleet is the ninth winner of the 
Belmont stakes to sire a winner of that 
race.

William C. Whitney bought his first Thor- 
oughbreds in about 1897. Prior to that he 
had been interested in Standardbreds. and 
had formed some conclusions about breed- 
ing which he applied to his Thorough- 
bred operations. He stressed the impor- 
tance of having good race mares in a stud. 
and has been quoted as saying that he be- 
lieved in breeding only from proven race 
mares “that is. mares that have shown in- 
dividual excellence and soundness enough 
to have gone through the strain of training 
and survived so as to have raced in some 
class. if one wishes to minimize the ele- 
ments of uncertainty and to increase the 
chances of success.” 

Upon his death in 1904, it is reported. 
only 12 of the 81 mares in his stud were 
without race records, and the other 69 
had won at least one-fourth of their starts. 


Sir Dixon—Vega. by War Dance) was

Whitney was the late J. B. Respess. In 
four seasons on the race track Elusive 
started 3] times.

Counterpoint Pulls Away from the Field 


Y contrast and by itself, Belmont 
B Park stands out as a haven for horses 
and their friends. The mile and a 

half racing oval, with its appurtenant six- 
furlong straightaway and its mile course 
with the long run to the turn, is ideal for 
the running horse. He has space for ma- 
neuver. if he needs it: and a sensitive ani- 
mal. susceptible to a handsome environ- 
ment. might be stimulated to a supreme 
effort. Or a hard try, anyhow. 
Friends of the horse can enjoy Bel- 
mont’s soft green lawns. an antidote for 
tired arches. They can move around with 
reasonable freedom, if they are the reving 
kind, or they have a fair chance of finding 
a seat, if they like their horseplay sitting 
down.

The race was 
his ninth start of 195]. and his llth, all 
told. Beeause of bucked shins. coughing, 
and other assorted ailments. the C. VY. 
Wiitney colt started only twice as a 2- 
year-old. His owner. and Trainer Sylvester 
Veitch. were aware. anyhow. that haste 
might lead to waste in Counterpoint’s 
ease. In November of his yearling year 
he had fractured a sesamoid in a fore leg, 
and it was the better part of caution to 
proceed slowly with him. He had received 
the injury after being turned out follow- 
ing a schooling session under saddle, un- 
der the supervision of the late Bill Harris. 
who was handling the horses at the Whit- 
ney farm at that time. 

The Whitney farm tries particularly 
hard to raise sound horses, and has one 
of the best pasture programs in the Blue- 
grass region. But sesamoid injuries are a 
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common hazard with race horses. They 
can be incurred when a hind foot strikes 
a front ankle, or if the hind feet slip and 
place an undue strain on a fore leg. When 
that happens the tough tendons — pull 
sharply against their fastening to the 
sesamoid bones. and something has to 
give. Oddly enough, it is usually the bone 
that gives, rather than the tendon. In 
Counterpoint’s case, a cast was put on the 
leg by Dr. D. L. Proctor, of Lexington, 
and it remained on for five or six weeks. 
For a considerably longer period the colt 
was kept in his stall. and consequently 
he was behind some of the others in the 
stable when the time came to take the 
2-year-olds to the race track. His earlier 
races in 1951 found him improving grad- 
ually, and in the Belmont he was able to 
sprint with the sprinters and stay in front 
of the stavers. 

Next major test for Counterpoint preb- 
ably will come in’ the 144-mile Dwyer 
Stakes at Aqueduct on July 7. Mameluke,

One of the 
neurs in Thoroughbred breeding is Leslie 
Combs of Spendthrift) Farm. Lexing- 


most successful) entrepre- 


ton. From a modest beginning in 1937. 
Mr. Combs has expanded his Spendthrift 
acreage and his Thoroughbred holdings to 
the point that he now has one of the 
largest) establishments Central Ken- 
tucky. covering about 1.200 acres. and has 
at his place 15 stallions and a substantial 
number of broodmares. Mr. Combs has 
been distinguished particularly for his vi- 
sion and imagination. especially in’ the 
field of stallion syndication, in which he 
has been a leader. Late last week he an- 
nounced his latest effort along that line: 
the young sire Jet Pilot. winner of the 
Kentucky Derby of 1947, has been syndi- 
cated by him among 20 different interests 
at a total valuation of $400,000. 

Mr. Combs and Mrs. Elizabeth N. 
Graham between them hold 10 of the 30 
shares in the son of *Blenheim Il—Black 
Wave. by *Sir Gallahad HI. The other 
syndicate members are Mrs. W. 
Townsend. Emil Denemark. Eugene Con- 
stantin Jr. (2 shares).

Joseph M. Roebling, 
Paul Mellon. James Cox Brady. R. W. 
Mellvain. E. Barry Ryan. P. A. B. Wide- 
ner Ill.

Jeremy Tree. Carr Hatch, Mrs. Alfred G. 
Roberts. and Freeman Keyes. All have one 
share except Mr. Constantin. Mr. Hatch 
lives in Canada. Mr. Tree in England. 
The others are U. S. residents. Mr. Tree 
plans to send a mare from England to be 
bred to Jet Pilot. 

Mr. Combs’ first venture into stallion 
syndication was in the spring of 1947, 
when he organized a small group to buy 
the highly successful *Beau Pere from 
Louis B. Mayer for $100,000. Since then 
he has syndicated *Alibhai for $500,000. 
*Shannon II for. $300,000. and Jet Pilot, 
*Ardan, and Requested for $400.000 each. 
for a total value of $2.100.000. 

Jet Pilot, a foal of 1944. was bred by 
A. B. Haneock and Mrs. R. A. Van Clief. 
He was sold to Mr. Combs. acting as 
agent for Mrs. Graham, for $41,000 at 
the Keeneland Summer Sales of 1945. Mr. 
Combs advised the purchase because of 
the colts conformation and breeding. In 
regard to the latter. Mr. Combs was 
guided partly by the fact that the colt’s 
third dam is the noted *Frizeur. which 
has been an outstanding producer for the

In Mrs. Graham's Maine Chance Farm 
racing stable. Jet Pilot won the Nursery.

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Stremmel Ruling Continued 


The stewards of The Jockey Club have 
announced that foals now owned by Bill 
Stremmel. of California. will not be elig- 
ible for racing permits. even if sold by 
him. and that no foals sold by him after 
July 18. 1950, will be eligible for racing 
permits. The statement regarding — the 
status of the Stremmel horses was issued 
this week in response to an inquiry by 
Mr. Stremmel. 

Mr. Stremmel was ruled off all tracks 
operating under the jurisdiction of The 
Jockey Club last July for the improper 
registration of 17 Thoroughbreds. At the 
same time. The Jockey Club stated that 
future registration would be denied horses 
owned by Mr. Stremmel.

The Belmont Stakes was the second stakes win 
and fifth stakes placing of the year for Counter- 
point. The son of Count Fleet had won the nine- 
furlong Peter Pan Handicap in track-record time 
on June 9, a week prior to the Belmont. He also 
had been seeond (to Wistful) in the Ben Ali 
Handicap at Keeneland, and to Bold in the Preak- 
ness Stakes. He was third in the second division 
of the Blue Grass Stakes at Keeneland. 
Counterpoint is net the first) winner of the 
Belmont) Stakes for the Whitney colors. Jean 
Bereaud, the 1899 winner, was owned by William 
C. Whitney but raced under the auspices of Sydney 
Paget. Tanya (1905), Burgomaster (1906), Prince 
Eugene (1913), and *Johren (1918) were bred 
and raced by Harry Payne Whitney, son of W. C. 
Whitney and father of Cornelius Vanderbilt Whit- 
ney, present owner of the Whitney stud. C. V. 
Whitney raced Phalanx, the 1947 winner in part- 
nership with Abram S. Hewitt, who bred the son 
of Pilate. Counterpoint was bred by C. V. Whit- 
ney. whe bred and owned Mr. Trouble (third in 
the 1950 Belmont) and Jeep (third in 1945). Mr. 
Whitney also bred Cravat, which was third in 
the 1938 Belmont under the colors of Townsend 
B. Martin. Phalanx, now owned by Mr. Whitney 
and Elmendorf Farm. is stud at the Whitney 
farm at Lexington, and Counterpoint) may well 
take up stud duties there if he continues to race 
well. Like Phalanx. he would provide outeress 
for some of the Whitney broodmares. 
Counterpoint is the first $100.000-winner of 1951 
for Mr. Whitney, who has bred eight others: First 
Fiddle, Vulean’s, Forge. First Flight, Dinner Gong. 
Cravat. Mount Marev. Monsoon. Parasane. 
Harry Payne Whitney bred ten winners of $100,- 
000: Equipoise, Top Flight. Vietorian, Whichone. 
Jolly Roger, Whiskery, Diavolo. Tryster, Dr. 
Clark, and The Nut. For Count Fleet, Counter- 
point is the third $100.000-winner of 1951) (Be 
Fleet and Count Turf, the Kentucky Derby win- 
ners are the others), and he is the third for him 
all told. 

Counterpoint is the last foal from his dam, 
the stakes-winning Jabot, four of whose five foals 
were winners. Jabot was bred and raced by Mr. 
Whitney. She was an irregular producer. Her 
first foal, Haleyon Days, was born in 1938. Pre- 
sumably she was bred in 1936, the year after her 
retirement from racing. She was barren in 1939. 


and in 1940 produced Frou Frou, a winner and 
producer. She had another foal in 1941, the un- 
raced filly Flared Frills. then was barren until 
1946. when she produced the winner Right Jab. 
In 1947 she again was barren. and in 1948 she had 
Counterpoint. Barren in 1949, she died in 1950. 
She was a consecutive producer over only one 
two-year span, and her entire production of five 
foals was spread over a period of 12 years.

first. 

The owners of Hasty House Farm have been 
shrewd buyers at the yearling sales, and also have 
considerably strengthened their stable through the 
purchase of such “made” horses as Seaward, In. 
separable, Roman Bath and Wine List. Roman 
Bath won the Crete Handicap on May 19. 

Wine List is the first stakes winner of 1951 for 
his sire, Questionnaire, which was owned at Green.

Pur Sang was foaled in March at Keene Gurnee = 
Keeneland Stud, Lexington. Mr. Gurnee is 4 
nephew of the late John Oliver Keene, who began 
construction, on private basis, of the present 
Keeneland race track, which lies on part of the 
former Keeneland Stud. Mr. Gurnee is a_ student 
of breeding. and arranged the mating of Side 
Boy (which traces through Jeanne Bowdre to Luke 
McLuke) to Contrary Mary (which goes through 
Grand Slam to Jeanne Bowdre to Luke MeLuke). 
Jean Bowdre produced Jean Valjean, paternal 
erandsire of Pur Sang, and also produced Grand 
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Slam. Jean Lafitte, Disaster, Epitaph, Mary Keen, 
Fantine (dam of Lord Boswell), Silver Beauty 
(dam of War Beauty), Silver Horde (sire), and 
Spotted Beauty (dam of Royal Blood) and other 
winners and producers. 

Pur Sang first raced for Mr. Gurnee’s Keeneland 
Stud, and was sold in August, 1950. to Reuben 
Kowall, a Detroit hotel owner. for a reported $20,- 
000. He had been third in the Bashford Manor 
Stakes, prior to his sale to Mr. Kowall, and after 
his purchase by the Detroiter he won the one- 
mile Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes. at Churchill 
Downs in the fall. beating Bernwood. Mameluke. 
and others. In the Experimental Free Handicap he 
was weighted ‘at 110 pounds. 16 below the top- 
weighted Uncle Miltie. In the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes, Pur Sang ran the mile in 1:3635, 
second-fastest time (to Twenty Grand’s 1:36) in 
the 24 runnings of the race. 

Prior to the Peabody Memorial, which was his 
first stakes win of 1951. Pur Sang was third in the 
Bahamas, Everglades (first division) and the Ex- 
perimental No. 1 Handicaps. He finished eighth 
in the Kentucky Derby. Just prior to the Derby 
his training was taken over by the veteran John 
Zoeller, who saddled him for the Peabody Me- 
morial, which was his first start since the Derby. 
In the Peabody Memorial he raced up with the 
first flight until entering the stretch, then took 
the lead from the pace-making Stop Gap and won 
by a length from Royal Mustang. Ruhe met a 
little trouble in the race, but apparently wasn’t 
quite up to beating the winner anyhow. 

Side Boy, sire of Pur Sang, is owned by Mr. 
Gurnee and stands at Keeneland Stud. Mr. Gurnee 
has a yearling brother to Pur Sang which will be 
sold at the Keeneland Summer Sales. Contrary 
Mary, dam of Pur Sang, had no foal this year. 
She now is in foal to Side Boy.

One Hitter was foaled March 27, 1946, at Green- 
tree Farm, Lexington. He has done all his racing 
for the Greentree Stable, and provides an example 
of a horse which has worn well under fairly 
strenuous campaigning. At two he won two races 
from 17 starts, and placed in stakes (third in the 
Walden) without winning one. He was rated at 
110 pounds in the Experimental Free Handicap, 
16 below the top-weighted Blue Peter. At three 
he won four races and $41,345, but again failed 
to win a stakes, though he placed second in the 
Yankee and Discovery Handicaps and the Shevlin 
and the Dwyer Stakes, and was third in the With- 
ers Stakes. 


Last year he began to win the sort of races he 
had been losing, and ended the 1950 campaign 
with victories in the Questionnaire and Manhat- 
tan Handicaps and the Pimlico Special. His total 
earnings through 1950 were $118,285, and he be- 
came the llth winner of $100,000 or more for 
Greentree and the first for his sire, Shut Out, of 
whose first crop of foals One Hitter is a member. 

The Massachusetts Handicap was the third start 
and first win of 1951 for One Hitter. He had been 
unplaced behind Casemate in the Metropolitan 
Handicap and behind Busanda in the Suburban 
Handicap, but had closed ground in both races. 
In the Massachusetts he was assigned 113 pounds, 
from five to six less than he had been carrying. 
He raced in fourth place early in the contest, 
moved up nearing the mile point, and took the 
lead in the stretch when All At Once and Out- 
land faded. Lights Up raced well in the stretch 
but did not seriously threaten One Hitter, which 
won handily. One Hitter is the first stakes winner 
of the year for his sire, which is owned by Green- 
tree Stud.

Interpretation and His Hex;

Whatever is par for the hard-luck course 
for 3-year-old colts and geldings, Interpre- 
tation seems to have made it with a 
couple of ailments to spare. He’s had just 
about everything listed in the veterinari- 
an’s manual of medical science, yet be- 
tween-times, when he has his health, “Big 
Slim” has proved himself the best of his 
age in California this season. 

Robert Lytle’s good looking chestnut 
colt, strange as it may seem from. all 
this, is absolutely sound. He doesn’t go 
around bowing tendons or fracturing 
sesamoids every other week, but he does 
come up with some of the durndest  ail- 
ments, just like red-headed triplets. Four 
times this season he has been knocked out 
of important races by assorted indisposi- 
tions ranging from bucked shins to colic 
to a fever caused by a virus infection. 

Among the races he missed were the 
San Felipe and the Derby Trial at Santa 
Anita; the Kentucky Derby. after Lytle 
had already made reservations in Louis- 
ville. and he ran a temperature on the 
day he should have been running in the 
Cinema Handicap at Hollywood Park. If 
he can only stay out of drafts for the next 
month, Interpretation will be the favorite 
for the Westerner Stakes, and this report- 
er is going to give him an excellent chance 
to become the first 3-year-old to win the 
$100,000 Gold Cup. That’s how good he is. 

Most trainers are ready to concede that 
Joe Luddy has accomplished what is prob- 
ably the outstanding job of the season at 
Hollywood Park in his handling of In- 
terpretation. Joseph is only 39, but he has 
brought his problem child along like a 
veteran. In other hands, it is not improb- 
able that Interpretation’s career could 
have been finished by this time. Luddy 
has had all sorts of free advice, ranging 
from flying Interpretation to Churchill 
Downs for the Kentucky Derby to sending 
him to New York for the Belmont Stakes. 
But by running his colt only when he has 
been absolutely fit, Joe has kept him go- 
ing. And Interpretation, with careful han- 
dling. should be around for a long time 
to come. 

After the Westerner Stakes and the Gold 
Cup. Luddy plans to put the colt away 
for a rest until Santa Anita’s meeting in 
the winter. He and Lytle are looking 
ahead to the Maturity Stakes, and if In- 
terpretation is fit he is going to be an ex- 
tremely dangerous customer. 


Perhaps you know the story of the mat- 
ing that produced Interpretation: Lytle 
had booked another mare to *Reading II, 
but there was one of those things that 
prevented her from keeping the engage- 
ment. Braydore was a last-minute substi- 
tution, as it were, and she gave *Read- 
ing II the best horse he has ever sent to 
the races. 

Interpretation is a big, long-legged colt 
with plenty of room everywhere you look. 
He is over 17 hands, if you like them 
that large. Perhaps he is too big. and too 
tense. to be a really fine horse, but we 
shall see. He is on his toes every second. 
and Luddy calls it as fine a case of 
hypertension as he has ever seen. But In- 
terpretation can run six furlongs in 1:10, 
or if you want him to go a distance he 
will give you something right around 
track-record time. He has started twice at 
Hollywood Park, and in his last race 
equalled the one-mile track record of 
1:3525. After the race, Elwood (The 
Pieman) Johnston said Interpretation was 
the best 3-year-old in America and 
promptly shipped his own filly, Ruth Lily. 
off to Chicago. 


TOP FILLY. Before leaving for the 
midwest, little Ruth Lily won the Holly- 
wood Oaks under 121 pounds, giving away 
nine pounds to the filly that finished 
second. She is a game little miss that 
seems to do exactly what she has to, and 
not a great deal more. In the Oaks, there 
was not a lot behind her, and from a time 
standpoint her race was not too impres- 
sive. She went the mile and a sixteenth in 
1:441,, but you knew all along she was 
going to stay in front no matter how fast, 
or how slow, they ran. 

Ruth Lily’s owners, Johnston and Ted 
Tepper. discovered something new in the

WARNER DISPERSAL PLANNED 


It has been announced in California 
that Harry M. Warner, who races as W L 
Ranch, will sell all his horses except fot 
about six yearlings. Among those to be 
sold are the great race mare Honeymoon, 
now in the breeding ranks; and Make- 
up Man, Major Al, Bluelarks. and Fleet 
Swallow. Details of the sale have not been 
published. 
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shipment of horses when they sent their 
filly to Chicago. Instead of chartering a 
plane, they shipped her via air freight 
at 29 cents a pound. Since she weighs only 
870. the trip cost just about what Johnston 
once sold her for. Fortunately, Johnston 
had the good sense to sell her to his 
bosom friend, Tepper. who cut the pieman 
in for a half-slice of Ruth Lily after she 
began to develop into such a tremendous 
runner. Whatever the air lines may have 
lost on Ruth Lily’s trip. they will get 
back, with plenty to spare, when the little 
filly races in the midwest. The Johnstons. 
the Teppers. and Trainer Charley Leavitt 
plan to do little else but commute be- 
tween Los Angeles and Chicago for the 
next few weeks. 

Johnston is the head of a syndicate that 
has just purchased Seven Seas, a_ 10- 
year-old brother to *Heliopolis, which is 
scheduled to arrive in California from 
England around July 1. Plans are to stand 
Seven Seas at the Leavitt ranch in Chino. 
In Seven Seas’ pedigree are four crosses 
to the famous St. Simon, and Johnston 
says the horse will have been bred to 43 
mares before he departs for this country. 


BIG HORSE. By sheer coincidence, Ci- 
tation scored the first victory of his come- 
back campaign in his first start after 
weights for the $100,000 Gold Cup were 
announced. Those things, I suppose, have 
a way of righting themselves, and Cita- 
tion probably had a break coming after 
being weighted out of the Santa Anita 
Handicap last year. 


Anyway, the 6-year-old son of Bull Lea 
and *Hydroplane II is in the coming 
Gold Cup with 120 pounds, and he is 
going to win that race for sure and be- 
come the first Thoroughbred to earn a 
million dollars. He may even reach his 
goal before the Gold Cup. Citation has 
earned $952.710, and still has the Ingle- 
wood and the American Handicaps com- 
ing up before the Gold Cup. 


It is going to take a great horse to 
beat him now, at the weights, and there 
just aren’t any around. Among the older 
horses, Moonrush is the toughest. He is a 
vastly improved runner, but he doesn’t 
look like the kind of a horse that can 
give Citation weight and still win. 


Citation’s race in the $15,000 Century 
Handicap was really a terrific perform- 
ance. The chart does not tell the whole 
story. It says that he won driving, but 
actually Steve Brooks had a good hold 
and, in midstretch, when Be Fleet and 
Sturdy One challenged, he just let out a 
notch and Citation pulled away to win by 
half a length. The crowd loved it, and 
they gave Citation a roaring ovation. Ci- 
tation bowed his neck proudly, and you 
could see that the old champion felt 
pretty good to be back. I don’t think any- 
thing out this way is going to beat him 
the rest of the summer.
